Centre Strength on Kiska 


By J. F. SANDERSON 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8. 
(CP)—The Japanese have 
evacuated the Islands of 
Attu) and Agattu in the 
Western Aleutians and are 
concentrating their strength 
in the North Pacific on the 
island of Kiska with its 
deep-water harbor, it was re 


ported last night in a com- 
munique from the United 
States navy. 

The navy said aerial recon 
naissance had failed to show 
enemy activity or occupation of 
the rocky, barren islands of 
Attu and Agattu for weeks and 
that most the buildings on 
Attu were destroyed in a big 


raid by army planes late in Sep- 
tember, 

Reading between the lines of the 
communique, it was a most en- 
couraging picture of fighting in the 
Westerr Aleutians, the only part 
of the North American continent | 
under Japanese control It de-| 
scribed a raid on Kiska Harbor last 
Monday by big Liberator bombers, 
accompanied by fighter planes, 
which seemed to indicate that ad- 
vance bases have been constructed 
on some part of the Andreanof 
Islands, bringing fighter planes 
within easy flying distance of the 
Japanese-held harbor. | 


JAP FIRE LIGHT 

The communique also referred to 
the “light anti-aircraft fire’ sent 
up by Japanese batteries and to 
seaplane fighters sent up to inter- 


cept the big, powerfully-gunned | 
bombers and their even more) 
powerfully-gunned fighter escort. 


In this unequal battle, six Japanese | 
seaplane fighters were shot down)! 
with no American losses. 

There is no seaplane equal to 

a land-based bomber or fighter 
in either manoeuvrability or fire- 
power and if the Japanese are 
forced to rely on them and “light 
anti-aircraft fire’ to Rold Kiska, 
they may find their task hope- 
less, 

The communique made no men- | 
tion of Canadian fliers taking part 
in the raid and the navy depart- 
ment said it could add nothing to 
itsf official announcement, Cana- 
dian ground and air forces are aid- 
ing in Alaska’s defence. 

In the raid, the Japanese sea- 
plane hangar was hit but there was 
no mention of ships in the harbor. 


CAUSED BY ATTACKS 
The withdrawal of the Japanese 


garrisons from Attu and Agattu, 
the two most westernly of the 
wind-swept and barren islands 
seized last June, was interpreted 
here as most significant and un- 
doubtedly was a _ direct conse- 


quence of the American couwijter 
offensive that led to troops being 
stationed in the Andreanof Islands, 
within easy fighter-plane distance 
of Kiska, As long as fighter planes 
were forced to operate from Dutch 
Harbor, the main American base 
on the Aleutians, they were pre- 
vented from taking part in raids 
on the Japanese-held islands be- 
cause it meant a round-trip of be- 
twen 1,500 and 1,800 miles 


Whether the Japanese can be 
bombed into submission on Kiska 
or whether the high military 
command has decided it is worth 
the effort at this time, consider- 
ing the claims of other fighting 
fronts, remains to be seen, But 
the garrisoning of the Andreanofs 
Islandg and the Japanese with 
drawal from Attu: and Agattu 
would seem to indicate that any 
threat to the Alaskan or Cana 
dian mainland from that quarter 
definitely has subsided

PURPOSE UNKNOWN 


The exact purpose of 
anese invasion of the Aleutians has 
never been clearly defined by 
American military and naval 
authorities, who have been able 
only to surmise the strategy in- 
volved.

LONDON, Oct. 8—(CP)— 
Big bombs, little bombs, fat 
bombs and skinny bombs 
each for a special job, have 
become big news these days 
as the United Nations blast 
Axis targets on land and sea 
from the Middle East to the 
Solomon Islands. 

Headlines were made when the 
air ministry announced the Royal 
Air Force is using  four-ton 
missiles to scourge the Reich. 
They're a far cry from the 16- 
pounders used early in the last 
war to break up a defence works 
or damage a factory. 

Those “toy” bombs were tossed 
over the side by hand. Now deli- 
cate fingers of steel grip delayed- 
action bombs, armor-piercing 
anti-personnel boinibs and 
anti-submarine bombs until a bomb 
aimer releases them. 


LIKE TOSSING BRICK 

Dropping an 8,000-pound bundle 
of destruction is 
ing a brick into a puddle of water— 
that is if you can liken a block of 
bricks the size of St. James's Park 
to a puddle of water,” said an air- 
man who has watched them fall 
into the heart of a flame-lit Nazi 
city.

Wartime conditions, coupled with a 
big and much delayed harvest, are to 
bring back the harvester excursionist in 
force, Five thousand men, mostly farmers 
and farm laborers, are being recruited in 
Ontario and Quebec for work in the west- 
ern grain fields, mainly Saskatchewan 
fields. 

The public importance of saving the 
crop is recognized and emphasized by the 
contribution which the federal treasury 
will make to the expense of bringing out 
the harvest hands. They will be given free 
passage west, and after working until the 
end of this month can get home again for 
only a $10 fare each. The Dominion is to 
pay the difference, plus the whole cost of 
the westward trip. 

Wheat prices are low and overea buy- 
ers few, but to the nation as to the 
farmer, the crop is worth saving. Britain 
is under-fed, and even in Canada meat and 
poultry products are scarce. If the whole 
western yield could be turned into con- 
centrated foods, there would be need for 
all these supplies in the Allied countries 
and in those occupied countries to which, 
through the Red Cross, it is possible to 
send food for hungry people.

Balance Restored 


The appointment of three new min- 
isters restores the normal and traditional 
representation of the province of Quebec 
in the Dominion cabinet. That was the 
purpose, and all the new men are from 
that province. 

By unwritten law Quebec is’ entitled to 
five members in the cabinet. Recently 
there have been but two. The deaths of 
Hon. Ernest Lapointe and Senator Dan- 
durand, the appointment of Hon. Pierre 
Casgrain to the bench of the Superior 
Court, and the resignation of Hon, J. A. 
Cardin, cut the original provincial contin- 
gent to one. There remained only Hon. C. 
G. Power, and the appointment of Hon. 
L. St. Laurent left three vacancies. 

Two of the new ministers are members 
of parliament. Maj.-Gen, LaFleche has 
never sat in parliament but is expected to 
seek qualification by running in the by- 
election in Montreal Outremont at the end 
of this month. He is a veteran of the first 
great war, went oversea early in the pres- 
ent war and served as attache to the 
French high command until France col- 
lapsed. 

The appointeds are of course all sup- 
porters of conscription for oversea Service 
under the terms of the amended Mobiliza- 
tion Act, Quebec’s quota of cabinet mem- 
bers has thus been restored, with the iso- 
lationists all on the outside. 
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Assurance to Moscow 


Agreements have been signed at 
Washington which put “aid to Russia” in 
the terms of .written contracts. Hitherto 
the “obligations” of which Mr. Stalin 
spoke the other day were informal. They 
were based on oral promises and official 
notes from Washington and London. Now 
they are translated into definite docu- 
mented pledges. 

If there has been at Moscow any feel- 
ing that the measure of this aid was un- 
certain, that condition no longer exists 
The agreements have not of course been 

“made public. But Moscow knows what 
they are, and what it may expect to get 
as the minimum assistance from its Allies 
in the way of equipment and supplies. 

Whether these, treaties include an un- 
dertaking in respect to a second front 4s 
not known, Whether they do or not is not 
of great importance. The western Allies 
have reasons for launching an offensive, 
when they are in position to do so, 
stronger than any pledge could be. It 
would be suicidal for them not to do it. 

Hitler counted on smashing Russia be- 
fore Britain and its Allies of a year ago 
could muster strength for a full scale of- 
fensive. But Russia refused to be smashed. 
And Japan put the United States into the 
Allied line-up. A second front, which a 
year ago seemed hopeless, is now only a

It could be that the Japanese have 
reversed their policy of dispersal and are 
now starting to concentrate their scat- 
tered island detachments in order to hold 
the more important outposts. 

The New Guinea bases have been of 
little use to the Japs, while they have cost 
heavily in men, munitions and ships. Their 
prospective value faded away when the 
battle of the Coral Sea and growing Allied 
strength shattered the dream of an im- 
mediate and inexpensive invasion of Aus- 


tralia. That project may be still in Tokyo's | 
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Britain Faces Prospect of Another Heavy Bombing 


program, but it can hardly be undertaken 
unless and until the Allied sea and air 
power whicn guards the approaches to 
the island continent has been crippled. 

Meanwhile—and «perhaps for good— 
the Japanese are on the defensive in the 
Archipelago, Defensive action against a 
growing and aggressive foe is particularly 
difficult because of the great number of 
islands over which they scattered their 
forces, in groups which had to be limited 
in size because of the transport problem. 
If, as suggested, they have given up New 
Guinea to strengthen their footing in the 
Solomons, this may mark the turn of the 
tide in that theatre.

Despite this tradition, the French 
Canadian today is largely without} 
military service. There are two rea- | 
sons for this attitude, First there!

Raymond. Second, the army is bas- | 


ed on the militia and due to this, 
antagonism there have never been! 
many militia units in Quebec. | 
Language 
Of these two causes language is 
the more important and it is right 
here that the political and military 
heads of the army have fallen 
down. Frorf confederation to 1941 
those in charge of army policy have 
ngver recognized the barrier of 
language. In 1914-18 about 14,000 
French Canadians volunteered but 
only 5,400 served in French Cana- 
dian units, The rest were scattered 
among English-speaking battalions 
and served under English-speaking 
N.C.O,’5 and officers. Sir Sam 
Hughes chose a Methodist minister 
as chiet recruiting officer in Que- 
bec in the last war. Outstanding 
French Canadian soldiers such as 
Maj. Gen. Lessard, Gen, Landry 
and Col Pelletier were refused re- 
cognition, The demand of leading 
French Canadians from 1915 to the 
end of the war for Quebec units 
was resisted both by army 
quarters and the government, 
Sir Sam Hughes, then minister 
of militia, did not want French Ca- 
nadians in the army He said so, in 
so many words, on many occasions. 
When he was asked in the House 
of Commons about the number of 
French Canadians who had enlisted 
his stock reply was that whatever 
the number he would readily con- 


cede that Quebec was doing her 
duty, 
Recruiting 

The rest of the story can best 


be told in the setting of the pres- 
ent war. The problem of recruiting 
in Freich Canada was virtually ig- 
nored until 1941 when the army 
chiefs began seriously to study it.

have a proper nourishment for de- 
veloping strong walls. It is also 
necessary to correct any prolapsus 
or a fumor of the abdominal organs 
which may be pressing on the 
veins. Local treatments should also 
be given if one wishes to reduce 
the. enlarged veins to a normal 
size. Certain kinds of electrical ap- 
paratus which can only be used by 
a,.physician are extremely valuable 
for this. You can benefit yourself, 
however, by taking certain exercise 
|for improving the circulation. A 
| good exercise is taken while lying 
fon the back on a slanting board 
| with the feet elevated, as in this 
| position the adominal organs are 
| pulled away from the lower pelvis 
and this relieves the congestion of 
the lower extremities. Gentle mas- 
| sage while ‘the legs are elevated is 
/also beneficial. The strokes should 
be made from the extremities to- 
ward the heart. After the veins 
have been treated in this manner, 
you can benefit yourself by the 
application of a lump of ice to the 
enlarged veins. This should be 
done several times daily. The ice 
may be held against the vein with 
a towel so that your hand will not 
become too cold, but the smooth 
part of the jce should be placed 
directly against the swollen vein 
while the leg is in the air so the 
blood has an opportunity to drain 
out of the vein 

After three or four months of 
this treatment the vein will usually 
become strengthened and _ con- 
tracted by this ice treatment. Dur- 
ing the cold weather a substitute 
for the ice can be had by sitting 
in the bathtub and elevating the 
leg and allowing the cold water to 
run over the part where the en- 
larged veins are located. The

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(CP)

States in order to help supply the 
| British market with beef, it was 
suggested here yesterday by Ag- 
riculture Minister James Gar- 
diner. 

Before returning to Ottawa af- 
|ter a three-day round of confer- 
ences with American and British 
food and agricultural 
Gardiner told a press conference 
that Britain may be forced to de- 
pend more and more 
America for beef supplies. 
cannot meet the demand and more | 
and more land in Britain is being | 
switched from grass to grain. 


SHIP FOR CANNING 

The result will be, he predicted, | 
that Britain's beef supplies will 
come primarily from the United 
States. Canada, he said, probably; 
will ship cattle to the United States 
for chilling and canning but he did 
not expect any big increase in di- 
rect shipments to Britain. 

The minister said he did not 
believe the existing trade agree- 
ment with the United States, with 
its quota limit at a reduced rate 
of duty of 1% cents a pound, 
would be disturbed by this extra 
demand. The three-cent normal 
tariff could be paid and Cana- 
dian farmers still make a profit 
on the deal, he said, if permits to 
export cattle were issued. At the 
present time they are refused.
